PLAGUES THE WEST 


Phe upflung hands of students, hailing a burn- 
ing British flag with a gesture that means dea 
ly insult in Greek terms, last week set the tone 
forawave of terror and trouble that ran around 
the eastern and southern rims of the Mediter- 
ranean from Athens to Algiers. 

In Greece there were riots and in Cyprus

Vital interests were at 
stake: Britain’s strategic position on Cyprus 
and access to Middle Eastern oil; France's in- 
vestments in North Africa; America’s friend- 
ship for both allies and her vital desire for 
peace and stability in the area.

A PRIZED AREA 


[N the Middle East the West today encoun- 
ters a well-nigh universal current of rejec- 
tion. Fiercely sweeping nearly all of the area 
mapped here. this disturbing negativism is a 
product of the region’s own momentous past 
and the West’s special participation in it. 

From the beginnings of h the Middle 
East has helped shape world destinies. Its peo- 
ples produced three of the world’s great reli- 
gions, Judaism, Christianity and Islam. For 
more than a millennium its warriors made 
Islam a power. pushing its sword and faith 
into Europe, Africa. Asia and Russia. 

But triumph was followed by subjection. 
Most of the Middle East learned the galling 
taste of colonialism. first under the Ottoman 
Empire, then the nations of Western Europe. 
For 500 years they nourished a bitter pride fed 
by nostalgic frustration. Now. following the 
power dislocations of two world wars, most of 
the Middle East has emerged with an obsessive 
distrust of any alien will, Western nations 
find themselves struggling piecemeal against 
a half dozen animosities springing from the 
common root of colonialism which plagues 
them in Christian Cyprus and in the Arab 
states of French North Africa (not shown on 
map). Colonialism is still an unpleasant mem- 
ory in the Arab nations of Lebanon. Syria, 
Traq, Jordan. Saudi Arabia. Yemen and Libya, 
and in non-Arab (but Moslem) Egypt and the 
Sudan. These states also hold the West re- 
sponsible for the new irritant of Israel. Only 
in that Jewish state and in Moslem Turkey and 
Tran. which have no real background of colo- 
nialism, is the W more or less trusted, 
Meanwhile Russia. looking eagerly southward, 
beholds a tempting t 


The countries 


CYPRUS (pop. 517.000) is a British island 
colony tucked under the shoulder of Turkey. 
It once belonged to Turkey but was ceded to 
Britain in 1878. In ancient times it was a 
Greek settlement. 

EGYPT, a country of 23 million people, has 
been ruled since the 1952 ouster of King Fa- 
rouk hy a Revolution Command Council of 
young army officers under 38-year-old Premier 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. Nasser’s poliey wavers 
between concentration on internal develop- 
ment. such as construction of the huge Aswan 
dam, and militancy abroad, such as fighting 
Israel.

Iran and Pakistan subse- 
quently joined. But Egypt, yearning to con- 
trol the Arab nations as an independent bloc, 
is METO’s unforgiving foe. Last fall Egypt 
made two rival mutual defense (and anti- 
Israel) pacts with Saudi Arabia and Syria. 
Jordan still claims neutrality. 

ARABS vs. ISRAEL. The intensity of anti- 
Israel feeling among the Arabs varies greatly. 


Egypt's Nasser was getting along uneasily 
with Israel until fighting broke out in the 
Gaza strip area a year ago. Now the Soviet 
arms deal and her militancy against Israel 
have raised Egypt to a position of new pres: 
tige among the Arabs. But Jordan, crammed 
with Arab refugees and deprived of territory 
by the 1948 Palestine war, is the seat of the 
most venomous anti-Israel hatred. Syria is 
almost as bitter as Jordan; it fears Israeli 
expansion and Israeli intentions to use the 
Jordan River's water. Saudi Arabia suffered 
nothing at Israel’s hands and is not genuine- 
ly concerned. It makes common cause with 
the border states to show up its rival Iraq, 
which pays only lip service to the issue. Leb- 
anon has actually benefited from Arab-Israel 
hostility because much traffic that formerly 
passed ‘through Palestine now goes there. 

THE CYPRUS ISSUE. Britain wants to keep 
Cyprus because it is a vital Mediterranean 
base, particularly now that Jordan may be lost. 
The Cypriote population, which is 80% Greek, 
wants self-determination and wants it now. 
Cypriote terrorism has wracked the island for 
more than a year, and this month, after five 
months of futile negotiations, the British ex- 
iled Archbishop Makarios, leader of the Cyp- 
riote Greeks. This infuriated Greece, which 
had just cast an ominously large anti-Western 
vote in its national election.

WESTERN INFLUENCE. The Middle East's 
economic ties are with the West and U.S. 
foreign aid has helped most of its countries, 
Western cultural influences are responsible for 
whatever modernization has changed the old 
Islamic ways. Western political prestige in the 
area is compounded of some lasting respect for 
Britain and admiration of the U.S. as a power- 
ful champion of freedom. But among the Arabs 
this is largely offset by U.S. support of Israel 
and by the remnants of colonialism. 

NEUTRALISM. Egged on by Tito, Nehru and 
others, Egypt's Nasser espouses a brand of neu- 
tralism cannily designed to obtain maximum 
benefits from both East and West. It has had 
its effect in all Arab League states except Iraq. 
COMMUNISM. Communist strength in the Mid- 
dle Eastern countries is relatively insignificant 
except in Israel where there are six Communist 
deputies in the 120-member Knesset. Syria has 
one avowed Communist in parliament. But 
there is grave danger in the current Soviet 
effort at diplomatic and economic penetration, 
which began with the Soviet-Egyptian arms 
deal and is now strong in Syria and Libya. 


The stakes 


OIL. Sixty percent of the world’s known oil re- 
serves are in the Middle East. Western econo- 
mies, particularly Britain’s, and Western armed 
forces are largely dependent upon them. Rus- 
sia, with less than 7% of the world’s reserves, 
hungrily covets the Middle Eastern oil fields. 
STRATEGIC SIGNIFICANCE. In war Western 
bombers, with bases already built in Libya, Jor- 
dan, Saudi Arabia and Cyprus, could bomb 
Russia and return. The Middle East could also 
be a Western staging area for a land assault on 
Russia from the south. Conversely, Russian 
occupation of the Middle East would cut the 
free world’s life line between Europe and Asia.

to the Senate as evidence. The bill passed, as it would 
have without Neff, but was vetoed by Pri 
hower with a denunciation of “arrogan 
Neff's—to influence votes. As a federal jury and a 
committee prepared to report out on the another 
Senate committee was about to undertake a major investi- 
gation of all lobbying. This will start, naturally, with a 
further look at the short. unhappy career of John M.D 
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SENATOR CASE caused Neff’s downfall but never 
met him. Neff visited South Dakota with Nebraska 
Sheriff Whaley, and there met E. J. Kahler of the 
Sioux Falls Argus Leader, Later, assured that Case 
favored gas bill, Neff gave Kahler $2,300. Kahler 
gave it to Druggist Griffin, who handles some Case 
campaign funds. Then came Case’s Senate speech. 


SENATOR HRUSKA, a Nebraska Republican, was 
one of two senators Neff met. They were introduced 
by Ross, then U.S. attorney in Omaha, and talked 
briefly last October. Assured that Hruska would sup- 
port the bill, as he did, Neff gave $2,500 to Joseph 
Wishart for Nebraska state G.O.P., which was taken, 
Later he offered another $2,500 which was refused. 


SENATOR CURTIS, Nebraska's other G.O.P. sen- 
ator, talked with Neff for “less than a minute” after 
Donald Ross introduced them. In addition to the 
campaign gift to Wishart, Neff put $500 in bank 
accounts for Ross's children in gratitude for intro- 
ductions. Ross angrily returned the money but was 
forced to resign from office, Curtis voted for the bill. 


SENATOR HICKENLOOPER, an Iowa Republican, 
was approached two ways, in vain, Neff's law part- 
ner Gerdes arranged through Engineer Lessmann for 
Neff to meet Goodwin of Lowa G.O.P. Before Neff 
did, Mrs. Barr sent Neff to Lawyer Edson, who re- 
fused $2,500 gift for G.O.P. Then Neff saw Good- 
win, who refused $1,000. Hickenlooper voted yes. 


SENATOR MURRAY, Montana Democrat, was an- 
other man Neff tried and failed to contact. In Decem- 
ber, Neff testified, he went to Billings and tried in 
vain to learn how Senators Murray and Mansfield 
would vote from Pete Thomson of Farmers Union 
and Earl Brown, an oil firm lawyer. Murray, as it 
happened, voted for bill. His state is an oil producer, 


SENATOR MANSFIELD, Montana Democrat, was 
also eyed in vain by Neff. After his useless trip 
to Billings in December, Neff said, he sent letters 
to his contacts, Thomson and Brown, urging them 
to persuade Mansfield and Senator Murray to vote 
for the gas bill. He offered no campaign contribu- 
tions. Like Murray, Mansfield voted for the bill. 


SENATOR BARRETT, Wyoming Republican, was 
also an object of Neff’s concern. Neff testified that 
he telephoned Fred Ashenhurst, a Lingle, Wyo. 
businessman, trying to learn how the state’s sen- 
ators would vote. He said Ashenhurst was “rather 
short” with him but predicted that Barrett would 
vote yes, as he did. Neff offered no contributions. 


SENATOR O’MAHONEY, Wyoming Democrat, 
was the other man whom Neff telephoned Fred 
Ashenhurst about. Ashenhurst reported that he 
didn’t know how O'Mahoney might vote and 
would be unable to find out because O'Mahoney 
didn't like him. O'Mahoney did vote for the bill; 
Wyoming is a major oil and gas producing state. 


SENATOR BRIDGES, New Hampshire Republi- 
can, revealed that Superior Oil's lawyer Elmer Pat- 
man had visited him in Concord last fall but said 
they discussed only the timing of Senate hearings 
‘on the oil bill. Patman’s expense accounts showed 
two visits to Concord. Bridges, now on both com- 
mittees investigating oil lobby, voted for the bill. 


SENATOR McCARTHY, Wisconsin Republican, 
got campaign gift of $2,000 in 1952 from “N. B. 
Keck,” who McCarthy now says may have been 
Howard Keck. In 1954 McCarthy borrowed private 
plane of Howard's father William, who is. board 
chairman of Superior Oil. Evidently McCarthy was 
not approached by Neff but he voted for gas bill.

‘A NEW VISION PLAYING ON OLD FACTS’ 


AS HISTORY MAKER TURNED HISTORIAN, CHURCHILL HELPS A SCIENCE RECLAIM AN ART 


When a historian is reviving past times, as Barthold Nie- 
buhr observed more than a century ago, “his interest in 
thei: and sympathy with them will be the deeper the great- 
er the events he has witnessed with a bleeding or rejoicing 
heart.” By such a standard Sir Winston Churchill brings 
to his History of the English-Speaking Peoples, now being 
serialized in Lire, qualities which are probably unequaled 
since Julius Caesar led and chronicled his Gallic wars. Sel- 
dom has another writer of history made so much of it him- 
self, And seldom also has any man filled more felicito 
three qualities Lytton Strachey laid down for writing his 
tory: “a capacity for absorbing facts, a capacity for stating 
them, and a point of view.” 

Without a point of view no moral or even pattern may 
be found in history. Like history itself, points of view to- 
ward the past are always changing—witness the disappear- 
ance of the U.S, “debunking” fad which a quarter-century 
ago was making out the Founding Father: 0 many mer- 
cenary overblown frauds. A point of view mav be disproved 
by time and events, like that of the French Enlightenment 
that pure reason can bring automatic progress and the per- 
fectibility of man (Hitler's gas chambers gave the lie to 
that). But even when a point of view is grossly prejudiced 
it can still evoke great history. Gibbon, who disliked the 
Christians for bringing about the overthrow of his beloved 
Roman Empire, nonetheless organized so grand a master- 
work that one can appreciate his animus toward Christi- 
anity without sharing it. Indeed, without a point of view 
history is a tale told by an idiot. 

The lack of it is fatal; Samuel Rawson Gardiner, the 
most coldly impartial and objective of all English histo- 
rians, is now scarcely even read. His biography of Crom- 
well, being without heat, is also without color and is all 
but forgotten, while the modern conception of Cromwell 
is based almost entirely upon Carlyle’s crudded words and 
vigorous opinions, 

Lord Macaulay's rich and colorful history had a distinct 
Whig bias, as one might expect from a Whig M.P.. but 
like Churchill he was the better historian for having been 
thoroughly rooted in the polities of his time. The great 
American historians have had their particular biases. Fran- 
cis Parkman regarded English civilization as superior to 
the French and the Protestant religion as more favorable 
to [ree institutions than the Catholic. George Bancroft’s 
passionate nationalism and egalitarianism caused it to be 
said that “all his histories voted for Jackson.” So, it might 
also be said, Sir Winston’s history unquestionably votes 
for the English-speaking peoples. 


It votes for something else: for history to turn away 
from the mere amassing of data, which in the last half 
century has become its stultifying obsession, and reclaim 
some of its once glorious role to stir the imagination and 
edify by example, enabling its reader—as was said of Plu- 
tarch’s—to be nourished on deeds greatly told, on the 
grandeur of the past, not on its trivialities.” Of course, as 
Macaulay showed, the first historians were unreliable: they 
told a good story whether true or not. and Herodotus, the 
Bridey Murphy of his day, had total recall of speeches 
made centuries before. And of course, also, since Macau- 
lay’s own day—an age when all moral and scientific values 
seemed relatively assured or coming within grasp—the 
scope of historiography has widened enormously, just as 


the explosive concatenation of new scientific discoveries 
has revolutionized man’s concepts of the fixed and the 
knowable. In the course of justifying itself as a science, 
history itself has become much less of an art. 

Even as a science it has been in danger of becoming, as 
Historian Sir Maurice Powicke suggests, a branch of the 
biggest of all sciences, the science of things which are not 
worth knowing. All too often its curse is an arid profes- 

jonalism which regards history as made only for histor 

ans, too many of whom cannot write and who perform “a 
pedantic chase after the insignificant” while gifted ama- 
teurs (like Bruce Catton and MacKinlay Kantor in the 
U.S.) write the history that is being read. 


Not all the professionals insist that good history has to 
be dull reading; Britain's C. V. Wedgwood and America’s 
Samuel Eliot Morison, for example, are distinguished 
ceptions. Nor does anyone deplore the insistence on 
sound scholarship, documentation and authenticity; such 
scholarship has multiplied enormously and is invaluable, 
but it is meaningless without synthesis and interpreta- 
tion. True history is the search (in Toynbee’s words) 
“for historical light on the nature and destiny of man.” 
It must restore the connection between past and present 
and make history a living force, not a dead weight of erudi- 
tion, as Medievalist Geoffrey Barraclough points out: 
“What is required is not so much new knowledge as a new 
vision playing on old facts.” This is a vision which 
Churchill, however deep or scanty his scholarship, sup- 
plies abundantly. 

A modern historian who essays to span more than 50 
years risks being branded a dilettante by professionals, 
but Churchill boldly leaps across thousands, back to when 
Britain was not even an island. Where others carefully 
avoid the unverifiable, like the legend of King Arthur, 
Churchill recognizes its truth in its effects: “Tt is all true, 
or it ought to be; and more and better besides.” In the 
same spirit he discusses the legend that Eleanor of Aqui- 
taine offered Henry II’s mistress the choice of dagger or 
poison: “Tiresome investigators have undermined this 
excellent tale, but it certainly should find its place in any 
history worthy of the name.” 

He is not deceived by the idea of automatic progress. 
Weighing the horror of Henry Plantagenet’s murder of 
Thomas Becket with the mass murders of Hitler and Sta- 
lin, he asks, “What claim have we to vaunt a superior 
civilization to those times? We are sunk in a barbarism all 
the deeper because it is tolerated by moral lethargy and 
covered with a veneer of scientific conveniences.’ Man’s 
soul is still haunted by the potential of evil as it is en- 
nobled by the capacity for grandeur. 

The Churchill point of view is that progress, if not 
inevitable, can be made at all only in a free society; that 
in creating, protecting and advancing such human free- 
dom and dignity, the English-speaking peoples have played 
a unique, perhaps a providential, role. Not least in this 
protection is the role played by Sir Winston himself, of 
whom one can say, as he says of Richard Coeur de Lio 
“He was worthy, by the consent of all men, to sit with 
King Arthur and Roland and other heroes of martial ro- 
mance at some Eternal Round Table, which we trust the 
Creator of the Universe in His comprehension will not 
have forgotten to provide.”

Aboard the freighter Washington Mail as she sailed from Seattle 
Feb. 29 with a mixed cargo and a crew of 51 were nine passengers 
looking forward to a leisurely cruise to the Orient. Three days out, 
as the ship plowed through stormy seas in the Gulf of Alaska, pas- 
senger Pierre Brenneisen, a Swiss lawyer, climbed to the bridge 
with his camera. He photographed a big wave as it crashed over the 
bow. Suddenly, as he ducked, the ship lurched crazily and with 
three great roars a 230-foot section of the bow snapped off. Minutes 
later, Brenneisen got a horrifying shot of the bow, already a mile 
away, as it began to sink (bottom picture). 

Then Brenneisen and the other passengers settled down to their 
seven-hour ordeal aboard a sinking ship. During that time he and 
another passenger with a camera made the pictorial record of their 
experience which is shown on these pages. Now an inquiry is 
under way to determine what made the Washington Mail break up.

HAROLD OF ENGLAND 


THE NORMAN 


WILLIAM OF NORMANDY 


CONQUEST 


by SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


IN THIS INSTALMENT of his history, Sir Winston 
tells how, 900 years ago, England was conquered for 
the last time. Few personal duels in history match that 
between Harold the Saxon and William of Normandy. In 
earlier years in Normandy they had hunted and warred 
together as friends. William knighted Harold but made 
him swear his renunciation of any claim to become King 
of England. But when King Edward died in January 
1066, Harold accepted the crown. 

That fateful September brought the onslaught—but 
first from the north. An invasion from Scandinavia 
struck the eastern shore, and Harold won a valiant 
victory at Stamford Bridge near York. But it desperately 
weakened his army, which then had to race south to 
meet a greater menace. 

It was more than a duel of great men. It was the civili- 
zation of the Mediterranean coming again—as it had 
with the Roman legions, then with Christian mission- 
aries—to put its mark forever on the island of the north.” 

As in all instalments in this series, transitional para- 
graphs have been prepared as bridges between passages 
from the History. These transitions are indented from 
Sir Winston’s text, which now begins. 


ILLIAM THE CONQUEROR’S invasion of England 
was planned like a business enterprise. The resources of 
Normandy were obviously unequal to the task; but 


the Duke’s name was famous throughout the feudal 
world, and the idea of seizing and dividing England commended it- 


self to the martial nobility of many lands. The barons of Normandy 
at the Council of Lillebonne refused to countenance the enter- 
prise officially. It was the Duke’s venture, and not that of Nor- 
mandy. But the bulk of them hastened to subscribe their quota 
of knights and ships. Brittany sent a large contingent. It must be 
remembered that some of the best stocks from Roman Britain had 
found refuge there, establishing a strong blood strain which had 
preserved a continuity with the Classic Age and with the British 
race. But all France was deeply interested. Mercenaries came from 
Flanders, and even from beyond the Alps; Normans from South 
Italy and Spain, nobles and knights, answered the advertisement. 
The shares in this enterprise were represented by knights or ships, 
and it was plainly engaged that the lands of the slaughtered English 
would be divided in proportion to the contributions, subject of 
course to a bonus for good work in the field. During the summer of 
1066 this great gathering of audacious buccaneers, land-hungry, 
war-hungry, assembled in a merry company around St. Valéry, at 
the mouth of the Somme. Ships had been built in all the French 
ports from the spring onwards, and by the beginning of August a 
considerable fleet and about seven thousand men, of whom the 
majority were persons of rank and quality, were ready to follow 
the renowned Duke and share the lands and wealth of England. 

But the winds were contrary. For six whole weeks there was no 
day when the south wind blew. The heterogeneous army, bound 
by no tie of feudal allegiance, patriotism, or moral theme, began 
to bicker and grumble. Only William’s repute as a managing direc- 
tor and the rich pillage to be expected held them together. At 
length extreme measures had to be taken with the weather. The 
bones of St. Edmund were brought from the church of St. Valéry 
and carried with military and religious pomp along the seashore.

The finest contemporary record of the conquest is the famous Bayeux 
Tapestry. Begun possibly within 20 years of the Battle of Hastings, this 
231-foot-long embroidered linen strip tells how Harcld and William 
first became friends, how Harold broke his sacred oath, and how the

This proved effective, for the very next day the wind changed, not 
indeed to the south, but to the southwest. William thought this 
sufficient, and gave the signal. The whole fleet put to sea, with all 
their stores, weapons, coats of mail, and great numbers of horses. 
Special arrangements were made to keep the fleet together, the 
rendezvous being at the mouth of the Somme, and the Duke by 
night having a lamp of special brilliancy upon his masthead. The 
next morning all steered towards the English coast. The Duke, who 
had a faster vessel, soon found himself alone in mid-Channel. He 
hove to and breakfasted with his staff ‘‘as if he had been in his own 
hall.” Wine was not lacking, and after the meal he expressed him- 
self in enthusiastic terms upon his great undertaking and the prizes 
and profit it would bring to all engaged therein. 

On September 28 the fleet hove in sight, and all came safely to an- 
chor in Pevensey Bay. There was no opposition to the landing. The

local “‘fyrd” had been called out this year four times already to 
watch the coast, and having, in true English style, come to the con- 
clusion that the danger was past because it had not yet arrived had 
gone back to their homes. William landed, as the tale goes, and fell 
flat on his face as he stepped out of the boat. ‘‘See,” he said, turn- 
ing the omen into a favorable channel, ‘‘I have taken England with 
both my hands.” He occupied himself with organizing his army, 
raiding for supplies in Sussex, and building some defensive works 
for the protection of his fleet and base. Thus a fortnight passed. 

Meanwhile Harold and his housecarls, or bodyguard, sadly de- 
pleted by the slaughter of Stamford Bridge, jingled down Watling 
Street on their ponies, marching night and day to London. They 
covered the two hundred miles in seven days. In London the King 
gathered all the forces he could, and most of the principal persons 
in Wessex and Kent hastened to join his standard, bringing their 
retainers and local militia with them. Remaining only five days 
in London, Harold marched out towards Pevensey, and in the 
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Normans defeated Harold. Though very likely the work of English 
craftsmen, the tapestry was commissioned by Normans probably for the 
cathedral in Bayeux, Normandy. The incidents and Latin commentary 
were evidently dictated with the intention of justifying and glorifying the 


Norman invasion. Though its aim was propaganda, the tapestry is in- 
valuable not only for its account of a momentous event but also for its 
picture of 11th Century warfare and life. It is now in the museum in Ba- 
yeux; the portions below are from an authentic etching of the tapestry.

evening of October 13 took up his position upon the slope of a 
hill which barred the direct march upon the capital. 

The military opinion of those as of these days has criticized 
his staking all upon an immediate battle. The loyalty of the North- 
ern earls, Edwin and Morcar, however, was doubtful. They were 
hastening south with a substantial reinforcement, but he could 
not be sure which side they would join. (In the event, they “‘with- 
drew themselves from the conflict.”) Some have suggested that 
he should have used the tactics which, eleven hundred years be- 
fore, Cassivellaunus had employed against Caesar. But these crit- 
ics overlook the fact that whereas the Roman army consisted only 
of infantry, and the British only of charioteers and horsemen, 
Duke William’s was essentially a cavalry force assisted by archers, 
while Harold had nothing but foot soldiers who used horses only 
as transport. It is one thing for mounted forces to hover round 
and harry an infantry army, and the opposite for bands of foot 
soldiers to use these tactics against cavalry. 


King Harold had great confidence in his redoubtable axmen, 
and it was in good heart that he formed his shield wall on the 
morning of October 14. There is a great dispute about the num- 
bers engaged. Some modern authorities suppose the battle was 
fought by five or six thousand Norman knights and men-at-arms, 
with a few thousand archers, against eight to ten thousand ax- and 
spearmen, but the numbers on both sides may have been fewer. 
However it may be, at the first streak of dawn William set out 
from his camp at Pevensey, resolved to put all to the test; and Har- 
old, eight miles away, awaited him in resolute array. 

As the battle began Ivo Taillefer, the minstrel knight who had 
claimed the right to make the first attack, advanced up the hill 
on horseback, throwing his lance and sword into the air and catch- 
ing them before the astonished English. He then charged deep into 
the English ranks, and was slain. The cavalry charges of William’s 
mail-clad knights, cumbersome in manoeuver, beat in vain upon 
the dense, ordered masses of the English. Neither the arrow hail 
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ETHANDUN near Westbury was the scene of 
Alfred’s defeat of the Danes under Guthrum in

FIELDS WHERE

CH of Britain’s history was shaped 
in the meadows and hills where her 
soldiers fought, and many of these battle- 
fields still appear as they did in the time of 
the arrow and the sword. In some of the 
fields shown here, one can still readily see 


why the warring kings and barons selected 
a specific site for combat—although this is 
not true of Ethandun (above), since no one 
knows exactly where on the downs Alfred 
the Great smashed the Danes. But on the 
two great battlefields of King Harold (be- 


low and at right) the strategic importance 
of the terrain is as obvious today as it was 
in 1066. In his greatest vict Harold 
pounced on the Norwegians when they 
were camped on both sides of the Derwent 
River, destroying them by halves, as Wil-

But at Agincourt and Crécy it is a differ- 
ent story, which reveals much about the 
English military capacity, Neither Edward 
III nor Henry V wanted to fight in that flat 
French farmland. Both were in retreat, se- 
riously outnumbered, and were brought to 
battle almost by inadvertence. Whereupon 
they won great victories, demonstrating 
the astonishing, illogical knack for success 
against odds that is part of the English her- 
itage. English fighting men did not do this 
with complete consistency, as the Scots will 
proudly point out, but often enough to win 
a place among the best soldiers of all time.

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nor the assaults of the horsemen could prevail against them, 
William’s left wing of cavalry was thrown into disorder, and 
retreated rapidly down the hill. On this the troops on Harold’s 
right, who were mainly the local ‘‘fyrd,” broke their ranks in eager 
pursuit. William, in the center, turned his disciplined squadrons 
upon them and cut them to pieces. The Normans then reformed 
their ranks and began a second series of charges upon the English 
masses, subjecting them in the intervals to severe archery. 

It has often been remarked that this part.of the action resembles 
the afternoon at Waterloo, when Ney’s cavalry exhausted them- 
selves upon the British squares, torn by artillery in the intervals. 
In both cases the tortured infantry stood unbroken. Never, it was 
said, had the Norman knights met foot soldiers of this stubborn- 
ness. They were utterly unable to break through the shield walls, 
and they suffered serious losses from deft blows of the axmen, or 
from javelins or clubs hurled from the ranks behind. But the arrow 
showers took a cruel toll. So closely were the English wedged that 
the wounded could not be removed, and the dead scarcely found 
room in which to sink upon the ground. 

The autumn afternoon was far spent before any result had been 
achieved, and it was then that William adopted the time-honored 
ruse of a feigned retreat. He had seen how readily Harold’s right 
had quitted their positions in pursuit after the first repulse of the 
Normans. He now organized a sham retreat in apparent disorder, 
while keeping a powerful force in his own hands. The housecarls 
around Harold preserved their discipline and kept their ranks, 
but the sense of relief to the less trained forces after these hours of 
combat was such that seeing their enemy in flight proved irresistible. 
They surged forward on the impulse of victory, and when halfway 
down the hill were savagely slaughtered by William’s horsemen. 

There remained, as the dusk grew, only the valiant bodyguard 
who fought round the King and his standard. His brothers, Gyrth 
and Leofwine, had already been killed. William now directed his 
archers to shoot high into the 
air, so that the arrows would 
fall behind the shield wall, and 
one of these pierced Harold in 
the right eye, inflicting a mortal 
wound. He fell at the foot of 
the royal standard, unconquer- 
able except by death, which 
does not count in honor. The 
hard-fought battle was now 
decided. The last formed body 
of troops was broken, though 
by no means overwhelmed. 
They withdrew into the woods 
behind, and William, who had 
fought in the foremost ranks 
and had three horses killed un- 
der him, could claim the vic- 
tory. Nevertheless the pursuit 
was heavily checked. There is 
a sudden deep ditch on the re- 
verse slope of the hill of Has- 
tings, into which large numbers 
of Norman horsemen fell, and 
in which they were butchered 
by the infuriated English lurk- 
ing in the wood. 

The dead King’s naked body, 
wrapped only in a robe of pur- 
ple, was hidden among the 
rocks of the bay. His mother in 
vain offered the weight of the

body in gold for permission to bury him in holy ground. The Nor- 
man Duke’s answer was that Harold would be more fittingly laid 
upon ‘he Saxon shore which he had given his life to defend. 
The body was later transferred to Waltham Abbey, which he 
had fo inded. Although here the English once again accepted con- 
quest and bowed in a new destiny, yet ever must the name of 
Harolc be honored in the Island for which he and his famous 
housecarls fought indomitably to the end. 


THE NATION was fully born in this time of death. 
Never again would the Island know foreign invasion and 
conquest. The Norman triumph was total: ‘William 
was a prime exponent of the doctrine, so well known in 
this civilized age, of ‘frightfulness’—of mass terrorism 
through the spectacle of bloody and merciless exam- 
ples.” But the new age brought much more: Norman ad- 
ministrative skill, the great Domesday Book census of 
England’s people and property, and wise use of old 
Saxon local government (county, sheriff and court) 
made the King truly a ruler. And the rising towers of both 
Norman castle and Norman church cast shadows falling 
far into the future. Sir Winston resumes his narrative: 


N the Norman settlement lay the germ of a constitutional oppo- 

sition, with the effect if not the design of controlling the 
Government, not breaking it up. The seat of this potential oppo- 
sition was found in the counties, among the smaller nobility and 
their untitled descendants, Justices of the Peace and knights of the 
shire. They were naturally for the Crown and a quiet life. Hence 
after centuries they rallied to the Tudor sovereigns; and in another 
age to the Parliament against the Crown itself. Whatever else 
changed they were always there. And the reason why they were 
there is that William found the old West Saxon organization, 
which they alone could administer, exceedingly convenient. In 
France, he had seen, and profited by seeing, the mischief of a coun- 
try divided into great provinces. The little provinces of England, 
with the King’s officers at the head of each, gave him exactly the 
balance of power he needed for all purposes of law and finance, 
but were at the same time incapable of rebelling as units. The old 
English nobility disappeared 
after the Battle of Hastings. 
But all over Domesday Book 
the opinion of what we should 
Jater call the gentry of the shire 
is quoted as decisive. This is 
the class—people of some con- 
sideration in the neighborhood, 
with leisure to go to the sher- 
iff's court and thereafter to 
Westminster—out of which in 
the process of time such Parlia- 
mentary leaders as Pym and 
Hampden arose. 

The Conquest was the su- 
preme achievement of the Nor- 
man race. It linked the his- 
tory of England anew to Eu- 
rope, and prevented forever a 
drift into the narrower orbit 
of a Scandinavian empire. 
Henceforward English history 
marched with that of races and 
lands south of the Channel. 

Once the secular conquest 
had been made secure, William 
turned to the religious sphere. 
The key appointment was the 
Archbishopric of Canterbury. 
In 1070 the Saxon Stigand 
was deposed and succeeded by 
Lanfranc. A Lombard of high 
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administrative ability, Lanfranc rapidly infused new life into the 
English Church. In a series of councils such as had not been held 
in England since the days of Theodore, greatest of Rome's 
seventh century missionaries, organization and discipline were 
reformed. Older sees were transplanted from villages to towns— 
Crediton to Exeter, and Selsey to Chichester. New episcopal 
seats were established, and by 1087 the masons were at work on 
seven new cathedrals. At the same time the monastic move- 
ments, which had sprung from the Abbey of Cluny in France, 
began to spread in England. The English Church was rescued 
by the Conquest from the backwater in which it had languished, 
and came once again into contact with the wider European life 
of the Christian Church and its heritage of learning. 

The spirit of the long-vanished Roman Empire, revived by 
the Catholic Church, returned once more to our Island, bringing 
with it three dominant ideas. First, a Europe in which national- 
ism or even the conception of nationality had no place, but 
where one general theme of conduct and law united the tri- 
umphant martial classes upon a plane far above race. Secondly, 
the idea of monarchy, in the sense that Kings were the expres- 
sion of the class hierarchy over which they presided and the 
arbiters of its frequently conflicting interests. Thirdly, there 
stood triumphant the Catholic Church, combining in a strange 
fashion Roman imperialism and Christian ethics, pervaded by 
the social and military system of the age, jealous for its own 
interests and authority, but still preserving all that was left 
of learning and art. 


LAW AND THE NEW SOCIETY 


THE GREATEST MEANING of the age that Wil- 
liam heralded lay in a single, world-shaping word: 
Law. One of the Conqueror’s most momentous acts 
was to define the separate jurisdictions of bishop and 
sheriff, of ecclesiastical and lay courts. Without this 
step, Roman rules might well have prevailed, and 
English Common Law could scarcely have become 
such a monument to freedom. It was under the Con- 
queror’s first great successor, his son Henry I, that 
the idea and practice of the King’s justice grew yet 
more vigorously. 


age upon who could best deserve the rich spoils of the law. 
Through his control of the sheriffs he bound together the mon- 
archy and the old Saxon system of local justice. The Conqueror 


I [inet Tentered intoa nationwide competition with the baron- 
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had set the example when in the Domesday survey he combined 
the Continental system of getting information by means of bodies 
of men sworn to tell the truth with the local English organization 
by shires. His son for other purposes continued and intensified the 
process, sending officials constantly from his household through 
the kingdom, and convening the county courts to inquire into the 
claims of the royal revenue and to hear cases in which the Crown 
was interested. From these local inquiries by royal officials there 
were to spring far-reaching consequences. The chroniclers spoke 
well of Henry I. ‘*Good man he was,” they declared, “‘and there 
was great awe of him. In his days no man dared to harm another.” 
They bestowed upon him the title ‘Lion of Justice,” and none has 
sought to rob him of it. 

We see therefore the beginning of an attachment to the King or 
central Government on the part of the people, which invested the 
Crown with a new source of strength, sometimes forthcoming and 
sometimes estranged, but always to be gathered, especially after 
periods of weakness and disorder, by a strong and righteous ruler. 


THE TENSE INTERPLAY of royal and baronial 
powers now begins. It is to be a century-spanning 
struggle, confused and shifting and ceaseless, from 
which ultimately will come political freedom. 

Two decades of anarchy followed the death of 
Henry I (1135), as Stephen and Maud (also known 
as Matilda) warred for the throne, and a starved and 
pillaged people groaned “‘that Christ and his saints 
were asleep.” Strikingly, however, the horror of those 
years, far from discrediting the monarchy, convinced 
the people that only a strong monarchy could secure 
life and property. The need of the hour found the 
man: Henry II, first of the Plantagenets, son of Maud 
and Geoffrey of Anjou. Although his dominions in 
France were extensive (see map p. 104) and he was 
actually more a French than an English king, he gave 
the Island ‘tone of the most pregnant and decisive 
reigns in English history.” 


'HE new sovereign ruled an empire, and, as his subjects 
boasted, his warrant ran “from the Arctic Ocean to the 
Pyrenees.” England to him was but one—the most solid though 
perhaps the least attractive—of his provinces. But he gave to 
England that effectual element of external control which was 
indispensable to the growth of national unity. He was accepted 
by English and Norman as the ruler of both races and of the 
whole country. The memories of Hastings were confounded in 
his person, and after the hideous anarchy of civil war between 
robber barons all due attention was paid to his commands. 
Thus, though a Frenchman, with foreign speech and foreign 
modes, he shaped our country in a fashion of which the out- 
line remains to the present day. 
After a hundred years of being the encampment of an invad- 
ing army and the battleground of its quarrelsome officers and 
‘their descendants, England became finally and for all time a 
coherent kingdom, based upon Christianity and upon that Lat- 
in civilization which recalled the message of ancient Rome. 
Henry Plantagenet first brought England, Scotland, and Ireland 
into a certain common relationship; he re-established the sys- 
tem of royal government which his grandfather, Henry I, had 
prematurely erected. He relaid the foundations of a central pow- 
er, based upon the exchequer and the judiciary, which was ulti- 
mately to supersede the feudal system of William the Conqueror. 
The King gathered up and cherished the Anglo-Saxon tradi- 
tion of self-government under royal command in shire and 
borough; he developed and made permanent “‘assizes” as they 
survive today. It is to him we owe the enduring fact that the 
English-speaking race all over the world is governed by the 
English Common Law rather than by the Roman. By his Con- 
stitutions of Clarendon he sought to fix the relationship of 
Church and State and to force the Church in its temporal char- 
acter to submit itself to the life and law of the nation. In this 
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endeavor he had, after a deadly struggle, to retreat, and it was 
left to Henry VIII, though centuries later, to avenge his prede- 
cessor by destroying the shrine of St. Thomas at Canterbury. 

A vivid picture is painted of this gifted and, for a while, en- 
viable man: square, thick-set, bull-necked, with powerful arms 
and coarse, rough hands; his legs bandy from endless riding; a 
large, round head and closely cropped red hair; a freckled face; 
a voice harsh and cracked. Intense love of the chase; other loves, 
which the Church deplored and Queen Eleanor resented; frugal- 
ity in food and dress; days entirely concerned with public busi- 
ness; travel unceasing; moods various. It was said that he was 
always gentle and calm in times of urgent peril, but became bad- 
tempered and capricious when the pressure relaxed. ‘‘He was 
more tender to dead soldiers than to the living, and found far 
more sorrow in the loss of those who were slain than comfort in 
the love of those who remained.” He journeyed hotfoot around 
his many dominions, arriving unexpectedly in England when he 
was thought to be in the South of France. He carried with him 
in his tours of each province wains loaded with ponderous rolls 
which represented the office files of his day. His Court and train 
gasped and panted behind him. Sometimes, when he had ap- 
pointed an early start, he was sleeping till noon, with all the 
wagons and pack horses awaiting him fully laden. Sometimes he 
would be off hours before the time he had fixed, leaving every- 
one to catch up as best they could. Everything was stirred and 
molded by him in England, as also in his other much greater 
estates, which he patrolled with tireless attention. 

But this twelfth century monarch, with his lusts and sports, 
his hates and his schemes, was no materialist; he was the Lord’s 
Anointed; he commanded, with the Archbishop of Canterbury 
—‘‘those two strong steers that drew the plough of England” — 
the whole allegiance of his subjects. The offices of religion, the 
fear of eternal damnation, the hope of even greater realms be- 
yond the grave, accompanied him from hour to hour. At times 
he was smitten with remorse and engulfed in repentance. He drew 
all possible delights and satisfactions from this world and the 
next. He is portrayed to us in convulsions both of spiritual exal- 
tation and abasement. This was no secluded monarch: the kings 
of those days were as accessible to all classes as a modern Presi- 
dent of the United States. People broke in upon him at all hours 
with business, with tidings, with gossip, with visions, with com- 
plaints. Talk rang high in the King’s presence and to His Majes- 
ty’s face among the nobles and courtiers, and the jester, invalu- 
able monitor, castigated all impartially with unstinted license. 

Few mortals have led so full a life as Henry II or have drunk 
so deeply of the cups of triumph and sorrow. In later life he fell 
out with Queen Eleanor. When she was over fifty and he but 
forty-two he is said to have fallen in love with ‘‘Fair Rosamond,” 
a damosel of high degree and transcendent beauty, and genera- 
tions have enjoyed the romantic tragedy of Queen Eleanor pene- 
trating the protecting maze at Woodstock by the clue of a silken 
thread and offering her hapless supplanter the hard choice be- 
tween the dagger and the poisoned cup. Tiresome investigators 
have undermined this excellent tale, but it certainly should find 
its place in any history worthy of the name. 


OF FAR GRAVER MEANING to the Island’s his- 
tory was the alliance of its people with a great Con- 
tinental empire. In a different way, but no less pro- 
foundly than in the earlier 1,000 years of invasions, 
England still seemed a creature of men and events 
beyond the seas. 


'HE Angevin Empire was indeed more impressive on the map 

than in reality. It was a motley, ill-knit collection of states, 
flung together by the chance of a single marriage, and lacked 
unity both of purpose and strength. The only tie between Eng- 
land and her Continental empire was the fact that Henry himself 
and some of his magnates held lands on either side of the Chan- 
nel. There was no pretense of a single, central Government; no 
uniformity of administration or custom; no common interests 
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KING AND QUEEN, England’s Henry II (right) and wife, Eleanor 
of Aquitaine, decorate French capital sculptured in the 12th Century. 
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or feelings of loyalty. Weak as Louis VII of France appeared in 
his struggle with the enterprising and active Henry, the tide 
of events flowed with the compact French monarchy, and even 
Louis left it more firmly established than he found it. 

The main method of the French was simple. Henry had in- 
herited vast estates; but with them also all their local and feu- 
dal discontents. Louis could no longer set the Count of Anjou 
against the Duke of Normandy, but he could still encourage 
both in Anjou and in Normandy those local feuds and petty 
wars which sapped the strength of the feudal potentates, in prin- 
ciple his vassals. Nor was the exploiting of family quarrels an 
unfruitful device. In the later years of his reign, the sons of 
Henry II, eager, turbulent, and proud, allowed themselves to be 
used by Louis VII and by his successor, the wily and gifted Philip 
Augustus, against their father. 

How, we may ask, did all this affect the daily life of England 
and her history? A series of personal feudal struggles fought in 
distant lands, the quarrels of an alien ruling class, were little 
understood and less liked by the common folk. Yet these things 
long burdened their pilgrimage. For many generations their 
bravest and best were to fight and die by the marshes of the 
Loire or under the sunbaked hills of Southern France in pursuit 
of the dream of English dominion over French soil. For this two 
centuries later Englishmen triumphed at Crécy, Poitiers, and 
Agincourt, or starved in the terrible Limoges march of the Black 
Prince. For this they turned fertile France into a desert where 
even the most needed beasts died of thirst and hunger. Through- 
out the medieval history of England, war with France is the in- 
terminable and often the dominant theme. It groped and scraped 
into every reach of English life, molding and fretting the shape 
of English society and institutions. 


THE MIGHTY CONFLICT with a foreign power 
was matched with a domestic struggle of comparable 
majesty—the grappling of Church and State. When 
Henry had named his intimate friend and counselor, 
Thomas Becket, to be Archbishop of Canterbury, he 
had counted on having a conveniently malleable ec- 
clesiastical colleague. Henry deceived himself: pious, 
proud and stubbornly independent, Becket fought 
every attempt by Henry to tighten royal authority on 
Church policies and offices. 

So—500 years after the Synod of Whitby bowed 
to Rome and almost 400 years before Henry VIII 
would finally make the fateful break with Rome— 
there came this battle between two friends to drama- 
tize and to sharpen the 1,000-year conflict. 
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ENRY PLANTAGENET, first of all his line, with all the fire of 

his nature, received the news of Becket’s defiance when sur- 
rounded by his knights and nobles. He was transported with 
passion. “‘What a pack of fools and cowards,” he cried, “I have 
nourished in my house, that not one of them will avenge me of 
this turbulent priest!” Another version says “‘of this upstart 
clerk.” A council was immediately summoned to devise meas- 
ures for reasserting the royal authority. In the main they shared 
the King’s anger. Second thoughts prevailed. With all the stresses 
that existed in that fierce and ardent society, it was not possible 
that the realm could support a fearful conflict between the two 
sides of life represented by Church and State. 

But meanwhile another train of action was in process, Four 
knights had heard the King’s bitter words spoken in the full 
circle. They traveled fast to the coast. They crossed the Channel. 
They called for horses and rode to Canterbury. There on De- 
cember 29, 1170, they found the Archbishop in the cathedral. 
The scene and the tragedy are famous. He confronted them with 
Cross and miter, fearless and resolute in warlike action, a mas- 
ter of the histrionic arts. After haggard parleys they fell upon 
him, cut him down with their swords, and left him bleeding like 
Julius Caesar, with a score of wounds to cry for vengeance. 

This tragedy was fatal to the King. The murder of one of the 
foremost of God's servants, like the breaking of a feudal oath, 
struck at the heart of the age. All England was filled with terror. 
They acclaimed the dead Archbishop as a martyr; and immedi- 
ately it appeared that his relics healed incurable diseases, and 
robes that he had worn by their mere touch relieved minor ail- 
ments. Here indeed was a crime, vast and inexpiable. When 
Henry heard the appalling news he was prostrated with grief and 
fear, All the elaborate process of law which he had sought to set 
on foot against this rival power was brushed aside by a brutal, 
bloody act; and though he had never dreamed that such a deed 
would be done, there were his own hot words, spoken before so 
many witnesses, to fasten on him, for that age at least, the guilt 
of murder, and, still worse, sacrilege. 

The immediately following years were spent in trying to re- 
cover what he had lost by a great parade of atonement for his 
guilt. He made pilgrimages to the shrine of the murdered Arch- 
bishop. He subjected himself to public penances. On several 
anniversaries, stripped to the waist and kneeling humbly, he 
submitted to be scourged by the triumphant monks. Under this 
display of contrition and submission the King labored persever- 
ingly to regain the rights of State and in 1172 he made his peace 
with the Papacy on comparatively easy terms. To many deep- 
delving historians it seems that in fact, though not in form, he 
had by the end of his life re-established the main principles of 
his authority in Church affairs, which are after all in harmony 
with what the English nation or any virile and rational race 
would mean to have as their law. Certainly the Papacy supported 
him in his troubles with his sons. The knights, it is affirmed, re- 
gained their salvation in the holy wars. But Becket’s somber sac- 
rifice had not been in vain. Until the Reformation the Church 
retained the system of ecclesiastical courts independent of the 
royal authority, and the right of appeal to Rome, two of the 
major points upon which Becket had defied the King. 

It is a proof of the quality of the age that these fierce conten- 
tions, shaking the souls of men, should have been so rigorously 
and yet so evenly fought out. In modern conflicts and revolu- 
tions in some great states, bishops and archbishops have been 
sent by droves to concentration camps, or pistoled in the nape 
of the neck in the well-warmed, brilliantly lighted corridor of a 
prison. What claim have we to vaunt a superior civilization to 
Henry II’s times? We are sunk in a barbarism all the deeper be- 
cause it is tolerated by moral lethargy and covered with a veneer 
of scientific conveniences. 


THROUGH ALL SUCH STRUGGLES whirling 
around the throne, one historic work steadily pro- 
gressed: the Law. Now, a century after William the 
Conqueror, his great-grandson daringly elaborated 
and advanced what the Norman Conquest had begun. 
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TRIAL BY JURY is shown in early English court ruled by king's jus- 
tices (top). As an usher swears in the jury (/eft), attorneys and clerks 
are ready with scrolls to record testimony.

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ENRY II threw open to litigants in the royal courts a star- 

tling new procedure—trial by jury. Regale quoddam bene- 
ficium, a contemporary called it—a royal boon; and the descrip- 
tion illuminates both the origin of the jury and the part it played 
in the triumph of the Common Law. Henry did not invent the 
jury; he put it to a new purpose. The idea of the jury is the one 
great contribution of the Franks to the English legal system, for, 
unknown in this country before the Conquest, the germ of it 
lies far back in the practice of the Carolingian kings. In ori- 
gin the jury was a royal instrument of administrative con- 
venience: the King had the right to summon a body of men 
to bear witness under oath about the truth of any question con- 
cerning the royal interest. It was through this early form of jury 
that William the Conqueror had determined the Crown rights 
in the great Domesday survey. The genius of Henry II, perceiving 
new possibilities in such a procedure, turned to regular use in 
the courts an instrument which so far had only been used for 
administrative purposes. 

Only the King had the right to summon a jury. Henry ac- 
cordingly did not grant it to private courts, but restricted it to 
those who sought justice before the royal judges. It was an astute 
move. Until this time both civil and criminal cases had been 
decided through the oath, the ordeal, or the duel. The court 
would order one of the litigants to muster a body of men who 
would swear to the justice of his cause and whom it was hoped 
God would punish if they swore falsely; or condemn him, under 
the supervision of a priest, to carry a red-hot iron, or eat a 
morsel of bread, or be plunged in a pool of water. If the iron did 
not burn or the bread choke or the water reject him so that he 
could not sink, then Divine Providence was adjudged to have 
granted a visible sign that the victim was innocent. 

The duel, or trial by battle, was a Norman innovation based 
on the modern theory that the God of Battles will strengthen 
the arm of the righteous, and was at one time much favored for 
deciding disputes about land. Monasteries and other substantial 
landowners took the precaution however of assisting the Al- 
mighty by retaining professional champions to protect their 
property and their rights. 

All this left small room for debate on points of law. In a more 
rational age men were beginning to distrust such antics, and 
indeed the Church refused to sanction the ordeal during the 
same year that Magna Carta was sealed. Thus trial by jury 
quickly gained favor. But the old processes were long in dying. 
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If a defendant preferred to take his case before God, man could 
not forbid him, and the ordeal therefore was not abolished out- 
right. Hence a later age was to know the horrors of the peine 
Sorte et dure—the compulsion of the accused by slow pressure 
to death to agree to put himself before a jury. Time swept this 
away; yet so late as 1818 a litigant nonplused the judges by an 
appeal to trial by battle and compelled Parliament to abolish 
this ancient procedure. 

The jury system has come to stand for all we mean by English 
justice, because so long as a case has to be scrutinized by twelve 
honest men, defendant and plaintiff alike have a safeguard from 
arbitrary perversion of the law. It is this which distinguishes 
the law administered in English courts from Continental legal 


systems based on Roman law. Thus amidst the great process 
of centralization the old principle was preserved, and endures 
tomac to this day, that law flows from the people, and is not given 


by the King.

HEROIC INTERLUDE 


GREAT LAWS that last matter more than heroic 
deeds that fade. Yet the fame of heroes is essential 
stuff for the making of nationhood and the pride of a 
people. And no leader of the Middle Ages brought 
a greater thrill of pride to his people than Richard 
the Lionheart. 


ICHARD, with all his characteristic virtues and faults cast 
in an heroic mold, is one of the most fascinating medieval 
figures. He has been described as the creature and embodiment of 
the age of chivalry. In those days the lion was much admired in 
heraldry, and more than one king sought to link himself with its 
repute. When Richard’s contemporaries called him ‘‘Coeur de 
Lion” they paid a lasting compliment to the king of beasts. Little 
did the English people owe him for his services, and heavily did 
they pay for his adventures. He was 
in England only twice for a few short 
months in his ten years’ reign; yet his 
memory has always stirred English 
hearts, and seems to present through- 
out the centuries the pattern of the 
fighting man. 

In all deeds of prowess as well as in 
large schemes of war Richard shone. 
He was tall and delicately shaped; 
strong in nerve and sinew, and most 
dexterous in arms. He rejoiced in per- 
sonal combat, and regarded his op- 
ponents without malice as necessary 
agents in his fame. He loved war, not 
so much for the sake of glory or po- 
litical ends, but as other men love 
science or poetry, for the excitement of the struggle and the 
glow of victory. By this his whole temperament was toned; and, 
united with the highest qualities of the military commander, 
love of war called forth all the powers of his mind and body. 

Although a man of blood and violence, Richard was too im- 
petuous to be either treacherous or habitually cruel. He was as 
ready to forgive as he was hasty to offend; he was openhanded 
and munificent to profusion; in war, circumspect in design and 
skillful in execution; in politics, a child, lacking in subtlety and 
experience. His political alliances were formed upon his likes 
and dislikes; his political schemes had neither unity nor clearness 
of purpose. The advantages gained for him by military genius 
were flung away through diplomatic ineptitude. When on the 
journey to the East, Messina in Sicily was won by his arms, 
he was easily persuaded to share with his polished, faithless ally, 
Philip Augustus, fruits of a victory which more wisely used might 
have foiled the French King’s artful schemes. The rich and tenable 
acquisition of Cyprus was cast away even more easily than it 
was won. His life was one magnificent parade, which, when 
ended, left only an empty plain. 

In 1199, when the difficulties of raising revenue for the endless 
war in France were at their height, good news was brought to 
King Richard. It was said there had been dug up near the castle 
of Chaluz, on the lands of one of his vassals, a treasure of won- 
derful quality: a group of golden images of an emperor, his wife, 
sons and daughters, seated round a table, also of gold, had been 
unearthed. The King claimed this treasure as lord paramount. 
The lord of Chaluz resisted the demand, and the King laid siege 
to his small, weak castle. On the third day, as he rode daringly 
near the wall, confident in his hard-tried luck, a bolt from a 
crossbow struck him in the left shoulder by the neck. The wound, 
already deep, was aggravated by the necessary cutting out of the

LARCENY ON THE LINKS 


A golfer and his money are easily parted by the wiles of con men

HE gentle arts of the confidence game, which thrives on pros- 

perity and the element of larceny deep in most human souls, are 
enjoying a renaissance today against a most unlikely backdrop—the 
clubhouses and greens of the nation’s golf courses. In the years since 
World War II its polite and well-dressed practitioners have proved, 
beyond any reasonable doubt, that there is no safer and more effec- 
tive method of separating a sucker from his money than inveigling 
him into a friendly game of golf. 

Golf, though designed for loftier purposes, has become as popular 
a betting game as poker. Almost everybody who plays it bets at least 
$1 Nassau, which is actually three bets: a dollar on the first nine 
holes, another dollar on the second nine, and a third on the whole 
18. Golf is also one of the easiest games at which to cheat, by nudging 
a ball to improve a poor lie, by conveniently forgetting to count a 
stroke or eyen by coughing gently as your opponent is about to 
swing. It is made to order for the con men. 

This fact became shockingly evident with the scandal that blew 
up last fall at the Deepdale Country Club on Long Island. Ata Deep- 
dale tournament a pair of brazen con men, or “hustlers” as they are 
known in golf, won first-prize money of $16,100 in a $45,000 pool. 
One of them played under an assumed name. Both of them played 
with the aid of handicaps so outlandishly false that they could not 


have been guiltier of hijacking had they come with sawed-off shotguns. 

Theoretically the handicap is the game’s great leveler. It enables a 
poor golfer, who can subtract his handicap from his total number of 
strokes, to compete on even terms with the best. But it also enables 
the crooked golfer, who manages to get a higher handicap than he 
deserves, to pull hijacking jobs like the one at Deepdale. 

Golfers in every club in the U.S. viewed the Deepdale incident 
with undisguised horror, just as though the same thing had not 
been going on in their own clubs and under their own noses. What 
happened at Deepdale and what happens at clubs in almost every 
state in the Union differs only in degree and operating procedure. 

The Deepdale scandal, like much of golf’s chicanery, grew out of 
a betting device known as a “Calcutta,” which probably got its name 
from England’s Calcutta Turf Club, sponsor of a large horse-racing 
sweepstakes. A golf Calcutta is nothing more or less than an auction. 
The merchandise knocked down to the highest bidders are the 
teams, each composed of two golfers, which are to compete in a club 
tournament. The day before the tournament the names and respective 
handicaps of each team are listed on a blackboard. The auctioneer 
sells the teams individually with the prices varying according to 
popularity, which of course depends to a large extent on how big or 
small a handicap the team has been assigned. The successful bidder

a sheep, to potential victim who considers himself a dangerous wolfiike golfer. 
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in each case becomes the owner of the team, and if it should win 
the tournament, the owner gets the big share of all the money 
paid for all the teams. The Calcutta provides an air of excitement, a 
chance to win big money—and all too often a golden opportunity 
for the golf hustle 

Although his motives are as shady as those of a three-card monte 
dealer, the golf hustler operates in surroundings which reek with 
respectability, Unlike the oldtime con man, he needs no police 
protection. He ii incurs none of the expense that goes with setting up 
the “big store,” the con man’s once-essential front which used to 
take such forms as a complete but entirely phony brokerage office, 
a sham Western Union shop or a bogus bookie joint populated by 
stooges going through the motions of betting huge sums. Today's 
“hig store” is the golf course itself. 

Golf hustling all stems from the flaw in human nature which 
made old con game victims jump at a dishonest stock or horse- 
betting deal. The human urge to get in on something good, espe- 
ly if it is slightly illegal, is the basis for all confidence work. The 
“mark,” as a victim is known, is made to think he is getting away 
with something while actually he is being deftly mulcted of his 
money. In golf the mark is allowed to think that he is getting away 
with lying about his handicap when he makes a bet on a game. A 
former president of the Pennsylvania Golf Association who ques- 
tioned several thousand golfers in order to determine tournament 
handicaps was convinced that nine out of 10 were lying about their 
scores. Tournament Pro Cary Middlecoff’s modest estimate is that 
% of all golfers have larcenous leanings, but a professional caddy 
the irreverent guess that “it must run between 100 and 
” What the mark does not realize, as he slyly raises his 
handicap one or two strokes to get a “good” bet, is that the skillful 
con man is probably getting away with 10 or 12 strokes. 

Successful golf hustlers all have one distinguishing character- 
istic. They wear a deep, uniform tan, Among themselves they joke 
about being “too tan” for one another and refer to their victims, 
especially at winter resorts in the South, as “palefaces.” Even the 
lowest-grade hustler, roping his prey on the public links, would 
blush through his sunburn if he failed to average at least $50 a 
day. The elite of the profession, who mix with millionaires and 
belong to the very best clubs, sometimes take in more in a single 
day than their lowly colleagues do in an entire year. 

They work deftly and in a variety of ways, carefully setting up 
their victims for the kill. By the time the hustler and his victim 
go off the first tee, the gullible mark is sure that he has made a 
shrewd bet, and the hustler works diligently to preserve this illu- 
sion. By regulating his game to that of the victim, he creates the 
impression of a close match that persists to the very last putt. ‘If 
you win by more than one stroke, you lose them,” explains one 
hustler. 

When the match is over, the mark feels he has lost only because 
of a missed putt or what the sympathetic hustler describes as “the 
rub of the green.” The bite is administered so artfully that thou- 
sands of marks are running loose on U.S. golf courses without 
even knowing they have been bitten. 

The first great hustlers to take advantage of the palefaces ap- 
peared in 1930. A man of pleasing personality, LaVerne Moore, 
alias John Montague, on the lam from Syracuse, set up head-

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alias Titanic Thompson, also turned his creative genius against 
unsuspecting golfers. 

Montague, establishing himself as a man of means by casually 
brandishing a big roll, proposed matches with anybody who had 
money to bet. In order to get “action” he made and lost a few fool- 
hardy wagers. This was “giving the convincer,” the old con man’s 
come-on. If Montague spied a sparrow sitting on a telephone wire 
he would foolishly bet that he could knock it off with a ball hit by 
a midiron. Later on he would make an equally “foolhardy” bet 

that he could blast a completely buried ball 
out of a sand trap with a brassie. When 
Montague swung, half the sand trap land- 
ed up on the green along with the ball— 
and according to the legend that grew up 
about him some of his birdies were actual- 
ly picked off telephone wires. 

Titanic Thompson was more diversified 
and ingenious. Tall, handsome and quick 
with a story, he considered well-to-do Tex- 
ans his special prey. Sometimes he would 
spend weeks fattening them up for the 
kill. He gave them the “convincer,” allow- 
ing his marks to win a few matches for 
modest stakes, but even during such peri- 
ods Ti worked skillfully at winning back 
his bait. He would bet that he could bounce a golf ball into a water 
glass (a trick he practiced by the hour) or guess the weight of a 
hat-check girl (which he had carefully ascertained the day before). 
He regaled his victims with funny stories, bemoaned his own golf 
game and kept saying, “I’ve got to get even.” 

At just the right moment he began getting even. Each day the 
stakes would get higher and the more he won the more merciless 
he became. When the groggy victim had been taken for just about 
all he was worth, Titanic had a final trick for squeezing still more 
out of him. "I'ma fair man,” he would say condescendingly. "Tl 
play you left-handed—double or nothing,” 

When he had won this too, being a natural southpaw, he moved 
on to another course. He drove Cadillacs and wore pearl-handled 
pistols which could be seen protruding from his hip pockets on 
the putting green. He was constantly finding little-known but 
talented young pros and teaming up with them against other two- 
somes for important money. At Portsmouth, Va. in the late 1930s, 
with an unknown partner, Thompson took on a big-name pro and a 
hot-shot amateur and beat them for a $10,000 side bet. 

Until World War II, Texas was headquarters for the golf con. 
‘Texas not only abounded with wealthy oilmen itching for “action” 
but was also the spawning ground for a raft of hungry young par- 
smashers. Thompson, a talented organizer, collected about a doz- 
en of them in a golfing stable. He became a sort of Fagin of the 
links, teaching them tricks, arranging matches for big money and, 
of course, winning his share of bets. , 

The great upsurge of the golf con on a nationwide scale began 
immediately after the war. It rode the coattails of the business 
boom and the openhanded prosperity that came with it. Some 
fine “touches” were taken off in this buoyant era. The owner of a 
Florida newspaper was conned so success- 
fully that he sold his paper to get more 
money to bet—and lost that too. Sey- 
eral gullible members of the Westchester 
Country Club were taken for a sum total-

ing almost $400,000. Some of the money — 
that Joe Louis amassed as heavyweight ; 

boxing champion was lost to a West 1} 

Coast hustler who, in turn, lost it to an — 


even craftier hustler. 

The big con flourished as far north as 
the wilds of upper Ontario where execu- 
tives of a gold-mining company had carved 
a makeshift nine-hole course out of shale 
rock. One day a stranger with a dilapidated 
canvas golf bag containing two rusty clubs 
—a three iron and a putter—arrived in town. Ten days later he 
left with more cash than the mining officials cared to play for, or 
would probably ever care to play for again. 

The hustlers’ wiles are as individualistic as their names, which 
take such Runyonesque forms as The Wiggler, Shaggy Ralph, The 
Dog Man, Charlie the Blade and Three-Iron Ward. Nowhere are 
these wiles more dramatically evident than in Florida and south- 
ern California at this time of year when tourists, retired business- 
men, millionaires and hustlers jostle each other for starting times. 
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In Miami Beach at palm-studded Normandy Shores, sometimes 
known as “Hustle Heaven,” the hustlers lounge under the spread- 
ing umbrella tree by the putting green, sizing up each new arrival 
by the color of his skin. They need no formal introduction when 
they spy a paleface. They approach him like any lonely vacationist 
looking for a game and suggest a friendly round. 

When a hustler hooks a paleface, two colleagues with burnt- 
orange tans are usually whistled in to fill out the foursome. At 
this point they have the makings of a common type of con called 
“Three Brothers and a Stranger.” During his pleasant stroll for 
18 holes the stranger will get “‘cut up,” “put in the middle” and 
“dumped in the river” without being aware that anything out of 
the ordinary is happening to him. 

During the match the brothers put on a realistic performance, 
They bandy big figures in a racy dialect. “I'll press for 200,” says 
one, and is snapped up with, “You got it.” A hole seldom passes 
without a doubled bet or anew 
one for a hundred or so. The 
paleface, who ordinarily bets 
no more than $10 on golf, feels 
left out of things. He does 
not want to sound like a piker 
so pretty soon he is betting 
as high as $25 or $50. The 
brothers keep the match close 
and exciting. They smother or 
slice every third or fourth 
shot. They sulk and snap their 
fingers. They engage in sham 
arguments, accusing one an- 
other of being “just a bad 
loser.” In the end the pale- 
face will be the only one who 
pays, with the brothers cutting 
up his losses—for all their 
high-sounding bets have been 
sound effects aimed at getting 
him to raise the ante. 

There is ham in every good 
hustler, and it pays dividends. In Miami last month a paleface from 
Philadelphia dropped $1,600 but was so hoodwinked by the hus- 
tlers’ fine performance that he was back the next day looking for 
more “action.” Another has been getting cut up two or three 
times a week for several years. He is the pet mark of a strawberry- 
blond lady hustler who lends a sisterly touch to the “brothers 
and stranger” act. This willingness to be taken again and again 
simply bears out the old confidence game maxim, “You can’t 
knock a good mark.” 

Many con routines require a special kind of acting. The Whisky 
Drinker keeps swigging from a bottle in his golf bag, growing 
more congenial and unsteady on his feet with every swig. At the 
end of nine holes he tipsily demands that all bets be doubled and 
seldom encounters much resistance, for who is to guess that the 
amber “Scotch” in the bottle is actually tea? The Invalid who 
excites larceny in a victim with a limp and talk of a bad back 
always manages to survive the painful ordeal and win by one stroke, 
Charlie the Blade’s specialty is playing with only one club, a 
four iron. An operator out of Kansas City stimulates curiosity 
and cupidity by offering to play sitting in a chair or, better yet, on 
one foot. In Jacksonville one day this expert fired a brilliant 71 
with one foot off the ground to win a $1,000 bet. 

Golf's con men, like all craftsmen, are highly stratified. The 
brothers who pull gang jobs and cheap tricksters like the Whisky 
Drinker constitute the lowest order. They are viewed by members 
of the next level with the same fine contempt bankers show for 
pawnshop brokers. That level, in turn, is tolerated but not ac- 
cepted by the highest order of hustlers who, of course, are mem- 
bers in good standing of the very swankiest country clubs. 

One man who defies definition is the busy opportunist, Marty 
Stanovich, known in golfing circles as The Fat Man. He weighs 
230 pounds and is the proprietor of one of the most preposterous 
swings in golf. Feet planted far apart, his head hung low, he lunges 
at the ball from a ridiculously short backswing. The remarkable 
thing about The Fat Man is that he almost always hits the ball 
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VICTIM of hustlers wonders what 
hit him as he is wiped out on the 
18th hole by a margin of one putt.

Unless he gets his strokes he walks away with blue eyes twin- 
kling, chanting, “See you in the fall, if I see you at all.” This 
winter he settled for only one stroke in a match with Professional 
Frank Stranahan—and did not really need that. He shot a 69 to 
Stranahan’s 71 for a tidy sum. “TI drive Stranahan nuts,” he says 
innocently. “I wanted to bet him I could lift more weight than he 
could—and you know what a muscle man he is. You know what? 
He wouldn’t bet me.” Then The Fat Man chuckled and chuckled. 

One big gambler from Cincinnati offered The Fat Man 25% of 
all his profits as a fee for walking around the course with him giv- 
ing advice and moral support. He refused. “Money isn’t every- 
thing,” he says. “Only 99%.” He gets his greatest kicks compet- 
ing against pros whom a wealthy Pittsburgh businessman keeps 
matching against him for money. He has played and beaten such 
pros as Ed Furgol and Tommy Armour. “He beat me once, but I’m 
ahead on that business,” says Armour. “Imagine him invading the 
sanctum of the great Armour.” 

The Fat Man is tender and patient with duffers, clucking sym- 
pathetically and giving them tips to improve their game even 
though he has allowed them a 12-stroke handicap for a sizable bet. 
On the links with everyday opponents The Fat Man gives them a 
fair match and takes their money anyway. He admits to them that 
he is a scratch player (that is, he has a handicap of zero), His 
advantage is that he becomes positively inspired when playing for 
high stakes whereas his opponents fall apart. “They've got to wear 
a bow tie to keep their Adam’s apple down,” he says with a grin. 
But this is not the case when he plays Bobby Riggs, the ex-tennis 
champion sometimes known as “Squeaky” on the golf circuit. Riggs 
is a cool, calculating golfer who points like a bird dog when he 
scents money. “I’ve layed Riggs and beat him four times,” says 
The Fat Man. “Trouble is, he won't play for real money unless I 
give him half the golf course.” 

In the elite bracket of hustlers The Fat Man’s talk brings 
amused smiles. “If you could turn him upside down at the end of 
the year,” says one of the elite, “all that would fall out would be 

nies.” But they have a deep, grudging respect for the artistry of 

‘iggs, although he is seldom seen any more on private courses. 

This winter Riggs could usually be found at Bayshore, a public 
course in Miami Beach, piping in a high-pitched voice, “I want 
action on this hole . . . tell you what I’m going to do. 5 
T'll give you a stroke, a half-stroke and play you even on thi 
hole, three bets for $50 each. . . . Man, you're stealing me blind. 
Tell the man that’s a good bet. . . . ast want action.” He 
is a lone-wolf operator and makes no secret of his feelings: “I 
just try to protect myself. They'll really cut you to pieces if you 
aren’t careful. You can’t trust anybody in this game of golf— 
and I mean anybody.” 

The highest order of hustlers operates in exclusive elegance in 
such places as Palm Beach, Fla, and Palm Springs, Calif. Its mem- 
bers cannot be distinguished from those they prey on except that 
they have no visible source of income but golf winnings. They 
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THE FAT MAN IN ACTION, Marty Stanovich, di decepti 
crous form.

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blend into the surroundings by impersonating casual and relaxed 
golfers and are basically just good gamblers, inside the clubhouse 
and out. They stoop to no cheap tricks such as improving bad lies 
and have no cheap lines of chatter. They do not even have to be 
championship golfers, but they seldom lose. 

‘The biggest and most dramatic exchange of currency at golf's 
upper level took place at White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. four 
years ago. A rich oilman played one hole for $100,000 and lost 
by three-putting. But that was only a portion of the bundle he 
dropped in one disastrous week. When he settled up he sat behind 
a card table in a hotel room with close to half a million dollars in 
cash stacked before him in neat iles. He dispensed it with ¢éom- 
plete calm, saying, “Here’s yours” as he handed $130,000 to one 
hustler, $80,000 to another, and so on. “I don’t know how I was 
cut up.” he said, “but if you can’t protect yourself, you don’t 
belong out there.” Then he gave up golf. 

The big hustlers might have gone on quietly and indefinitely 
working their profitable racket if the boom in Calcuttas had not 
lured them out in the open. After the war, golf clubs everywhere 
went Calcutta crazy aad the bidding got out of hand. At Green- 
brier in White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. such millionaire bidders 
as Dan Topping and Brad Streit sent the pool soaring to $165,000. 
In Las Vegas last year one reached an all time high of $202,500. 
In Florida, where Caleuttas were nonexistent until 1948, a full- 
blown circuit came into being with stops at Miami, Palm Beach, 
Nassau, Havana and Mexico City. Suddenly there was a gob of 
money up for grabs. 

To the elite hustler it was an irresistible invitation to steal. In 
Florida the first step toward establishing a base of operations was 
joining the La Gorce Country Club, a fine golf course in Miami 
Beach which claimed at least 150 millionaires as members. A few 
ears ago it was a simple matter for a smooth-talking hustler to 
join, and there was action to be had at La Gorce. (One recent 
example: a man from Dallas dropped in with a satchel full of 
money looking for action. He left several days later with the 
satchel empty.) 

Belonging to La Gorce assured the hustler of entry into all the 
big Calcuttas. The next step was establishing and maintaininy 
handicap at least three strokes higher than he deserved. This 
could be achieved in several ways—by deliberately missing putts 
atter’a, alo fei already been lbet abby simply rardiag in Geeny 
scores. In time La Gorce became infested with high-class hustlers 
and one member, looking back on things, allowed as how “they 
wouldn’t stop at stealing a hot stove.” 

ORONET BRAN?’ It became a rarity when somebody from La Gorce did not win 
va # or finish high up in a big Calcutta. During the Caleutta season 
regular excursions by chartered plane carried La Gorce’s million- 

res and La Gorce’s hustlers to Nassau and Havana. An atmos- 
phere of aristocratic mistrust hung over the entire proceedings 
vith people cheating on their handicaps and wondering how much 
everybody else was . cheating. In addition competing teams set in 
motion a frantic wave of individual side bets—ranging from $100 
to $5,000—the moment they arrived on the scene. The total of 
these side bets sometimes ran higher than the Calcutta pool itself.

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The Calcuttas also prompted double-dealings and kickbacks. Be- 
fore the Havana Calcutta two years ago a La Gorce member, having 
made a $2,500 side bet with another team, made a shocking dis- 
covery. “Your partner is dumping you in the river,” somebody 
whispered. When confronted, the partner made some feeble de- 
nials and a few minutes later was seen huddled with the other 
team. Before, during and after each Calcutta there are bitter words 
and twice there were fist fights on the way home in one of the 
planes chartered by La Gorce members. 

The winners of many of these big Calcuttas are automatically 
branded “burglars.” How else could a team win with so many 
golfers flagrantly falsifying handicaps? Even when Chris Dunphy, 
the suave dictator of many big Calcuttas and board member of 
Palm Beach’s exclusive Seminole Club, won at Nassau last year 
there were heated recriminations about his nine-stroke handicap. 

‘A move to rid La Gorce of its nauseous gambling influence was 
started several years ago when a half-dozen members were asked 
to resign. However, when it appeared that it would be necessary to 
identify them and their activities openly in court, the cleanup was 
stalled. Said La Gorce’s former president, Jim Buchanan, an out- 
spoken Texan who has been campaigning against hustlers for two 
years, “If we had an execution at daylight and liquidated about a 
dozen members, we'd have a pretty good club.” 

It is possibly significant that last year’s infamous Deepdale Cal- 
cutta, which shook the staid golfing world to its ancient founda- 
tions, had at least three teams with La Gorce members competing. 
They finished second, third, fourth behind the two supercon men 
from Massachusetts. 

The reverberations from Deepdale have started the first serious 
attempts at a cleanup. The United States Golf Association, moral 
overseer of the game in this country, embarked on an anti-Calcutta 
and antigambling crusade. It'threatened amateurs who participated 
in Calcuttas with possible blacklisting in U.S.G.A. tournaments. 
Clubs everywhere began examining their consciences; Bing Crosby 
was one of the first to eliminate the Calcutta in his tourna- 
ment in California. The Havana Calcutta has been canceled and an 
official of Greenbrier stated last week, “In the future there will be 
no organized gambling in connection with any Greenbrier tourna- 
ment.” At La Gorce a secret committee was appointed to set handi- 
caps at what they should be, and there was talk of abandoning the 
club’s four Calcuttas altogether. In California some Calcuttas went 
underground, becoming “smokers” with the auction being held in 
deep secrecy behind closed door: 

But the efforts at reform have left the practitioners of the con- 
fidence game relatively unmoved. Their main source of income 
would not be affected even if all Calcuttas suddenly vanished. 
The links are still crowded with potential marks, all flush with 
money and willing to go along with a pleasant swindle. Some 
of them share the feelings of George Morton Levy, wealthy New 
York lawyer. 

"I have played with all those golf hawks and lost my money 
to them,” says Levy. “It’s good experience. I wouldn’t want to die 
without being able to say I’ve played with them.”
